The figures. 1 have quoted from reljable statialirs show that in¬ 
surance under capitalism is a scheme to aid your rebiives a very little 
after death, while its main puqtose is to nuke mtlli>iii:iin's and other 
useless parasites while you live. Under .Socialism this evil would be 
avoided. Then insurance would become mutual in the true sense of 
the word. It would lie retiuced to a simple [iledge of hrolherliood to 
sustain and care for each other when disabled in the line of duly, or 
for those vvho are dependent upon us if we are taken off while they arc 
dependent. 

This must be dear to any one who will take the time to study into 
it. - Totlay, as said before, every insurance policy thai is paid must fte 
made goort by labor. It is inequality in ability to buy in-iirancc, and the 
fact that the great majority can not buy any, that makes any policy 
worth its face. For example, if every person, or every liead of a 
family, was etjually able to buy insurance, every such perwn, and every 
head of a family would be equally obligated to make g<ud in case of 
loss, and under Socialism, because all would be able to Iniy it all would 
find it to tbeir interest to do so, if offered for sale,; because otherwise 
they would be carrying those who do, and voluntarily tefiising its bene¬ 
fits themselves, simply bccatite the necessities of life poKluced by their 
labor will be guaranteed the unfortunate, tlte needy, the depeniicnt.
